Also, when extremely low level signals are being 
received, the transceiver may be operated with 
the vehicle's engine turned off.The unit requires 
very little current and therefore will not signifi- 
cantly discharge the vehicle's battery. 

Even though the Cobra 148 NW ST has an auto- 
matic noise limiter, in some installations ignition 
interference may be high enough to make good 
communications impossible.

The Citizens Band lies between the shortwave 
broadcast and 10-meter Amateur radio bands, 
and was established by law in 1949.
